OF HAY BURNED. 


One of the Worst Fires on Record 


Sweeps Over Daggett 


Brook Country. 


A NARROW ESCAPE. 


MANY FARMERS LOSE HEAVILY. 


J. M. Elder of this City Loses 


One Hundred Tons of 


Hay in Stack. 


One of the worst tires for y ears oc­ 
curred in this county y esterday and 
as a result many farmers a re left 
without grain or hay for their stock 
the coming winter. 
No lives are 
known to have been lost alth o u g h 
there were m any narrow escapes. 
The fire came into the county from 
Morrison, w here it has been raging 
for days and it is thought to have 
struck th e county line y esterd ay 
m orning a t an early hour. 
The fire wended its way u p Black 
brook in Morrison county and crossed 
the line into Crow W ing county at 
Section 34, Town 13, Bange 30. Bast 
night County Commissioner. Paine 
and J. M. E lder went out to th e scene 
of the fire. 
Mr. Elder, who is per­ 
haps as well acquainted in this county 
as any o th e r man, stated this m orn­ 
ing th a t as far as could be ascertain ­ 
ed the fire did not do much damage 
until it reached D aggett brook, on 
Section 25. 
This brook is one of t he 
main a rte rie s which supplies Crow 
W ing co u n ty with its best quality 
and q u a n tity of hay. 
It is est i matey I 
th a t in its course the tire destroyed 
upw ards of seven hundred 
tons 
of 
hay on D a g g e tt brook. 
Com m encing at Sectidn 25, Town 
43, Range 30, following up th e brook 
to Section IO, Town 43, R a n g e 21*, as 
many as fifteen farmers w ere heavy 
losers. 
T he farmers know n to have 
lost a g rea ter portion of th eir grain 
and hay, an d in some instances barns 
are: 
M essrs. 
Stinson, 
Sundquist, 
Alexander, Gailbraith, Olson, Palm er 
Bros., Milton Gorton, A. J. S te rre tt 
and J. M. E ld er of this cit}’. 
J as. G albraith lost e v e ry th in g ex­ 
cept his house and horses a n d cattle. 
All his cro p s and hay w ere totally 
destroyed. 
Aside from this very few 
buildings are known to have been 
burned of any value. 
A. J . S te rritt lost his entire bay 
crop, aud 
th ere are several others 
who have lost all their hay th a t they 
had put u p for the winter. 
J. M. E lder, of this city, lost IOO 
tons of hay, 
but he has enough to 
run him through the w inter. 
The 
hay lost by the several farm ers is the 
largest item of loss, of course, b u t the 
price depends largely on th e m arket. 
Last year this hay sold for $7 in the 
stack. 
H ad it uot been for the people of 
M a pie G tov e tow ash i p a nu in ber o f 
others would have been burned out 
com pletely. 
There is still great d a n g er to the 
country between Daggett block and 
the foot of Long lake. 
While the 
fire is under control so far as the

HUNDREDS OF TONS 
OF HAY BURNED. 


One of the Worst Fires on Record 
Sweeps Over Oajjett 
Brook Country. 


MANY FARMERS LOSE HEAVILY. 


j. M. Elder of this City Loses 
One Hundred Tons of 
Hay in Stack. 


One of the worst ire» for jew » oc­ 
curred in this county yesterday and 
as a result many farmers are left 
without grain or hay for their stock 
the coming winter. 
No lives are 


known to have been lost although 
there were many narrow escape». 
The ire came into the county from 


Morrison, where it has been raging 
for days and it is thought to have 
struck the county line yesterday 
morning at an early hour. 
The ire wended it» way up Black 


brook in Morrison county and crossed 
the line into Crow W ing county at 
Section 34, Town 43, Kange 80. Last 
night County Commissioner Paine 
and J. M. Elder went out to the scene 
of the ire. 
Mr. Elder, who is per­ 
haps as well acquainted in this county 
as any other man, stated this morn­ 
ing that as far as could be ascertain­ 
ed the fire did not do much damage 
until it reached Daggett brook, on 
Section 26. 
This brook is one of the 
main arteries which supplies Crow 
Wing county with its best quality 
and quantity of bay. 
It is estimated 


that in its course the fire destroyed 
upwards of seven hundred tons of 
hay on Daggett brook. 
Commencing at Section 25, Town 
43, Range 30, following up the brook 
Ao Section 10, Town 43, Range 20, as 
many as fifteen farmers were heavy 
losers. The farmers known to have 
lost a greater portion of their grain 
and hay, and in some instances barns 
are: 
Messrs. 
Stinson, 
Sundquist, 
Alexander, Gailbraith,Olson, Palmer 
Bros., Milton Gorton, A. J. Sterrett 
and J. M. Elder of this city. 
Jas. Galbraith lost everything ex­ 
cept his house and horses and cattle. 
All his crops and hay were totally 
destroyed. 
Aside from this very few 
buildings are known to have been 
burned of any value. 
A. J . Sterritt lost his entire bay 
crop, anil there are several others 
who have lost all their hay that they 
had put up for the winter. 
J. M. Elder, of this city, lost loO 
tons of bay, but he has enough to 
run him through the winter. 
The 
hay lost by the several farmers is the 
largest item of loss, of course, bu t the 
price defienda largely on the market. 
Last year this hay sold for 4» in the 
stack. 
Had it not lieen for the people of 
Maple Grove township a number of 
others would have been burned out 
completely. 
There is still great danger to the 
country between Daggett btor.k and 
the loot of Long lake. 
While the 
fire is under control so far as the 
grass is concerned, the tall trees 
which were killed duriog the fire of 
a few years ago have nearly all caught 
fire and the bark and Hying cinders 
from these may at any time reset 
the blaze.

the Oquondo. 
She evidently had su f­ 
fered very severely and started Im­ 
m ediately In shore, leaving the Viz­ 
caya and the Colon. 
The V izcaya Im­ 
m ediately took a leading position on 
the bow and I chough* for a little 
w hile that she would perhaps outfoot 
us. 
T he Colon worked In shore ami 
th e tim e between the dropping out of 
action of those tw o ships until the 
V lacaya turned in shore w as a period 
of perhaps 30 m inutes, daring which 
I sh e w as abreast of the Brooklyn and 
th e Oregon. 
She was a little forward 
of the beam of the Brooklyn and I 
do not think at any tim e over 2.300 
or 2.4*10 yards away. 
She was in m ost 
ex cellen t target range and I rem em ­ 
ber that a marine stationed in th e top 
reported that he did not see any of the 
shots o* the two ships, the Brrx>klyn 
and the Oregon, hitting the water. 
So 
I determ ined from that 
they were 
striking the ship. 
I was very anxious 
about the ranges, because I did not 
want the Vizcaya and the Colon to get 
out. of good fighting range. 
E llis, who 
was an expert with the stadim eter, 
con stan tly kept that instrum ent on 
those vessels, and, know ing exactly 
their heights, reported to m e that they 
were m aintaining 
the sam e range; 
but I though my eye was a little more 
sen sitiv e and J said ‘No, they are e v i­ 
dently gaining.’ 
He went from m e the 
second tim e and that was the last I 
saw of him alive. 
In perform ing this 
m agnificent duty he lost his life. 


The Death of Ellis. 
“H e was struck about IO feet from 
where I was standing. 
H is brains and 
blood were thrown over a gr«at. m any 
people and som e of it reached me. 
He im m ediately fell, of course, to the 
deck, and It was a shocking sigh t to 
men who had never seen such things 
before. 
Lieutenant M cCauley and Dr 
D evailn 
got down, or, rather, they 
were standing between me and the 
tower. 
They picked up the body and 
carried It to the side. 
I just happened 
to see them through this opening and 
( ailed out to them not to throw that 
liody overboard; that I thought that 
one who had fallen so gallantly de­ 
served to be burled as at C hristian. 
H is body was laid under the lee of the 
forward turret and covered 
with a 
blanket and there kept until after the 
battle. 
“Just before the, Vizcaya turned to 
run as-hore she put her helm astar- 
board, apparently starting out for the 
Brooklyn or the Oregon, I don’t re­ 
m em ber which, and evidently at that 
m om ent got a very severe wound, for 
I vaw quite an explosion under her 
bow and in a moment afterw ard she 
put helm hard aport, turning in shore.
